Cincinnati Times-Star: S. S. Bassllcr, 


n talking of the St. Loula tornado, said 
that theweutbcrbnronn predicted clangor- 
ous storms,and that was as far as It could 
go. "Nobody can know," said ho, "wbon 
i tornado is going to develop or where. 
For several days wo havo boon in the 
midst of n great oyclono lhat 
extended 


'roiu Ohio to Kansas. If ydu could stand 
it tho lower end of a funnel-shaped tor- 
nado cloud you could look up through it 
is through a tube,as it has a core through 
which tho blue sky above might be scon, 
but whatever gets under this core or vac- 
uum is anokod into the whirl and dashed 
to pieces. 


"The friction of rushing air rouses the 


electricity so that it Is n huge magnet and 
ilraws with magnetic force as well as with 
that of suction, At East St. Louis sev- 
eral years ago a tornado took bold of a 
plow that stood lu a field and drew it 
across tho Hold in a straight line, turning 
ovor as neat a furrow as any farmer could 
havo done. That illustrated its electrical 
force.

At tho meeting of tho Decatur board 


of education at tbo High school building 
yesterday the principals of tho various 
schools were invited to lie present to offer 
suggestions for the improvement in the 
schools. This is the first time in the his- 
tory_ofthe school management that such 
a courtesy or consideration has boon ex- 
tended. 


Miss Dempsoy, of the Church street 


school, suggested tbo need of single desks, 
a dictionary on a stationary Bolder in each 
room; a gazetteer for each building; a 
largo globe for each building and a small- 
er ono for each room; reference books 
and a sand table; a'waSli bowl in thu hall 
for tho children; shades for tho ball win- 
dows; maps of the state and county; sta- 
tionery for the teachers and reference books 
in American and English history. 


Miss English,, of tho Warren street 


school, asked for school grounds during 
tho winter months, sand and gravel. 


Miss Kootbos asked for maps, diction- 


aries and reference books. 


John LoeiBer, of the Jackson street 


school, desired changes in tho text books. 
Tho present ones are old and not up to 
date. This is especially true of the pri- 
mary-readers, tbo arithmetics and tho ge- 
ographies. The lower grades are over- 
crowded. He urged that an arrangement 
be made whereby the lower primary rooms 
shall not have more than fifty pupils, and 
that tho second grade pupils should at- 
tend all dny. 


Prof. Sheppard, of the High school, 


stated that the power of tho school do- 
ponds upon the teachers. Wo havo been 
very fortunate this year in having a strong 
corps in tno High school. Ho believed it 
to bo one of the best in tho state. Twelve 
teachers had left tho High school in the 
past two years, which he thought was 
bad. 
Mr. Sheppard said ho had been 


greatly helped in drawing and 3nusic dur- 
ing tho year by MissCravath and by Prof.

Miss Eyman, of tho Wood street school 


regarded tho music and drawing as 
among the most valuable subjects taught 
In the schools.

A Macon Man Murdered on a Train 


in Iowa. 


FOUND DEAD ON A COACH PLATFORM 


The Victim Leaves a Widow and 


Child—Inquest—Nobody

Webster City, Iowa, June 5).—Police- 


man Butler made a startling discovery 
this morning when the east Ixuim' passon- 
jier on tho Illinois Central pulled into tbo 
station. As tbo Baggage car pns-cd tbo 
depot bo saw a man, apparently stealing 
a ride, on the blind baggage, just Iwek of 
tbo engine, and mounting the platform 
ho attomdtcd to drive the fellow off. As 
the man failed to pay any attention to 
him lie tried to put him utT. and found 
bo was dead. 
The body was t.ikcn Irom 


the platform and carried to tho waiting 
room, and tbo sheriff and coroner miti- 
elld. A largo brniso was noticed upon his 
check as if ho h.ul beou struck with tho 
butt end of a revolver. 
Tho body was 


taken to the uudrrtakini; rooms and a 
post mortem examination held, which 
disclosed the fact thai, ho had been hit 
with a revolver,the bullet gliincing down- 
ward through Mie. bea-t. killing bun in- 
stantly. . From the cliiection of tbo bullet 
wound thu murderer liiuit h.ive been 
anovo tho man and fired down it)»m him. 
A posso of men started out to fiml tho 
murderer if possiblle. 
A young man by 


the name of G. W. Adcock soon appeared 
at tlio depot, claiming to be the chum of 
the murdered, man, and told tlio follow- 
ing story: 


Tbo murdered man's name, was W. E. 


Dudrey and they both lived nt Macoii, II!. 
They had been frieuds for yc.irs. and had 
been working on a farm near Storm 
Lake, Iowa, and were on their way home. 
They had mono}-, but wanted to sa\e it, 
and were beating their way.

dered man was 23 years of ago and had a 
wifu and child living at Macon. 
A num- 


ber ot tramps got on the train near Fort 
Dodge, and a man by tho name, of How- 
ling, from this city. 
Howling tells the 


following story: 


"I heard men quarreling back of me, 


and during tho quarrel heard the shot 
One of the tramps pointed a, revolver at 
me and told me to sit down. I did «o." 


The coroner's jury found n verdict that 


the deceased ctimo to his death by a revol- 
ver shot flred from tho hand of some per- 
son unknown, thereby clearing Adcock 
and Howling.

ing Mrs. Dudrey, the widow, and her 
brother-in-law, Mr, Wilson, were in Deca- 
tur seeking further Information.

Dudroy was a nephew of John Funk, a 
farmer residing two miles east of Macon. 
He was a young farmer. About two years 
ago at Macon ho married Mary English, 
daughter of Sir. and Mrs. James English. 
A few months ago Dudrey left Macon 
with young Adcock to work on a farm in 
Iowa. That was tho last heard of Dud- 
rey except occasionally until the messago 
came that ho had been shot in the head 
and killed near Webster City.

They were all right, 
perfectly regular, and there is no apparent 
reason why tbe judges shoud have over- 
looked them, unless they thought that to 
forget to count them might help Mr. 
Downing. The fact that they were all 
Republican tickets is suspicious. It may 
be that one of the judges slipped aside 
this package of twenty Republican tickets 
to help tho Democratic count.

Owing to the Intelligent Efforts of that 


Nation—Facts About the Ravages 


of the Disease Suppressed by 


Press and Government. 


SAN FBANCISCO,'June 8.—The passen- 


geisby the steamer Peru, which ar- 
rived yesterday moruing from China 
and Japan, report that the black 
plague is gaining alarming propor- 
tions in the orient. The disease is 
spreading in all quarters, and com- 
munication with many places is en- 
tirely cut off. The Japanese officials 
are doing- all in their power to keep 
the disease out of that country, and so 
far seem bo have met with success. 
They have adopted strong measures of 
quarantine, and all incoming vessels 
are being thoroughly disinfected. 


The Peru was held at Nagasaki sev- 


eral days in quarantine. On the voy- 
age from Hong Kong one of the Chi- 
nese passengers was taken sick and 
developed a strong symptom of chol- 
era. He lived but a short time, dying 
before Nagasaki was reached. lie was 
buried at sea about two hundred 
miles from port. 


When the Peru sailed from Yoko- 


hama the plague had made its appear- 
ance, in Formosa. Up to May 10" there 
had been BO cases of the disease at 
Amping, and of these 20 had been fa- 
tal. The disease also broke out among 
the Japanese soldiers on the island, 
but there had been few fatalities. 
The disease generally seems to con- 
fine itself to the natives, few foreign- 
ers being attacked. 


When the Peru left Yokohama, it 


was reported that the Occidental and 
Oriental steamer Coptic, due here next 
week, was being held at Nagasaki. It 
is said a Chinese wlio was landed from 
her had developed all the symptoms of 
the plague and died the day after 
lauding. 


In southern China the plague is 


greatly on the increase. In Hong 
Konjf 31 to 26 cases are reported daily, 
and when the Peru sailed 017 cases 
were there under treatment. lu Can- 
ton the rate is said to be much great- 
er. It is impossible, however, to ob- 
tain exact figures from every port of 
China, as the reports ol Uie disease 
are suppressed by both the govern- 
ment and the press.

' It was a great race for life—in fact 
a race in which the stake was more 
than a hundred lives, so that when the 
war ship gradually sunk away below 
the horizon, there was general rejoic- 
ing on board and great confidence in 
the ability of the little steamer to 
clean up anything the Spaniards hare 
in their navy. 


That night the Three Friends lay- 


out at sea. 'ihe next day. May 29, she> 
again approached the Cuban coast, re- 
ceiving the agreed upon signals, and 
landed her men and arms at night with- 
out interference.

The Best Expression on Money. 


There is a demand on nil hands that 


tho Republican national convention glvo 
nn unequivocal expression in favor of 
sound money.

Tho 


object of tho loading free silvcriteS is to 
debase the currency. 
This Is tho wish of 


every Populist. If ho did uoc believe that 
free silver would unable tho creditor class 
to pay off Its indebtedness In 50-ccnt dol- 
ars ho would not favor free silver one 
hour. Sound money men knowing this 
•to bo true, are demanding that the Re- 
publicans 
shall 
unequivocally declare 


against tho froo coinage of silver nt IB to 
1. If the Republicans nnike such n dec- 
laration they will bo satisfied, nnd it is 
lair to say that if tho convention so de- 
clares It will bo done honestly,ior the Ko- 
publlcan party has a record of eighteen 
years against tho free coinage of silver. 


As a bare platform declaration let us 


tost such a declaration beside a declara- 
tion purely iu favor of dollars of equal 
T>nrchaslng,powor.

of a receiver for the Municipal Electric 
Light and Power plant, which Is located 
on Wost Ccrro Gordo street. Tho attor- 
neys representing tho petitioners wore 
Croa, Ewing & Walker and Leforgeo & 
Loo. 
There was a hearing on tho peti 


tion, W. C. Johns appearing for tho de- 
fondants. 
The petitioners were Jeffer- 


son G. Willlord and R. W. Hight. 


The Allegations. 


It is set up in the bill that on and prior 


to August 30th, 1894, the said company 
was possessed of real estate and buildings 
for tbo purposo of manufacturing elcctri 
light. They owned tho polos, wires, ma- 
chinery, etc., and thoir capital stock was 
$43,500 in shares of $100 each fully paid 
up. 
Tho stock was owned by J. H. Cul- 


ver, 
Florence Culver and J. M. Willard. 


Being in need of money on August 20, 


1804, 
they applied to J. Millikin & Co., 


for a loan of $16,000, giving one $10,000 
and ono $6,000 noto at soven por cent in- 
terest payable annually. 
The notes wore 


to be payable in live years and to secure 
the same mortgages wore given on certain 
rail estate owned by the company. It 
was agreed in tho mortgage that tho cor- 
poration should keep tho insurance paid 
up, pay all taxes and special assessments 
and maintain poles, boilers, machinery, 
motors and all appliances in good repair 
and to operate the same so as to secure 
good favor, otc., from the public. 


Tho receiver was asked for on tho ground 


that tho mortgage given by the company 
to Willard anil Hight to socuro tho notes 
hns not been lived up. In the llrst place 
it is alleged that tho company did not 
comply with tho terms ot tho mortgage 
and therefore havo forfeited thoir rights. 
The condition providing that tho property 
shall be kopt np to its insurablo value has 
boon violated, no policies having been de- 
livered to tho mortgagees. 
Tho mortgage 


provides that tho said company shall pay 
all taxes and special assessments nud in 
default of such payment tho mortgaged 
debt shall bo declared duo.

notes. 


Tho court decided that he had no juris- 


diction in tho matter as it was then pre- 
sented to him.

call a write-up of W. H. Starr's trip 
through the P. G. Valley about a year 
ago when he was in the state of Penn- 
sylvania ou a visit to former Iriends and; 
relatives. That write-up wns read by and 
caused a Decatur lady, who came to Deca- 
tur from Mcchanicsburg, Pa., and who 
takes a Mechanicsburg paper, \ to assume 
that the person who wrote up the Starr 
episode wrote a letter during the war 
which was published In the Mechanics- 
burg paper this week as a reminiscence, 
and she boldly accused him of it. 
Tho 


letter is a good one and treats of a good 
matter that all old soldiers will appreciate 
for we all had slight touches of tho dis- 
eases referred to. Indeed the citi/en sol- 
dier who wns free from the disease could 
lay no elahu to courage. It was the fact 
that his intelligence pointed out the fact 
that at any moment a missle from the 
enemy might wipe out his earthly exist- 
ence or maim him for life and yet in face 
of it did his duty and never faltered that 
entitles him to tho honors of n patriot and, 
hero. 


But the author of the write-up was not 


tho author of tho letter. He was not in 
the regiment this namesake wns in. 
Ho 


was not on the coast nor in the Seventh 
Army Corps, but suffered the pangs of 
the same disease along tho Potomae. the- 
Rappahannock, the Chicnhominy and tho 
.Tallies River and in the Shonaudoah Val- 
ley and can near witness to the fact that 
climate aud river bottoms had nothing to 
do with tho disease. It was as prevalent 
nt one place ns at another and was neither 
augmented or diminished by the seasons. 
The fact that the disease ended with tho- 
surrender at Appomntcox iuclines tho 
writer to the opinion that it was due to 
the presence of Johnny and his gun and it 
is also fair to assume that Johnny had the 
dlsesae himself, for Grant in bis memoirs 
speaks of discovering in an affair in Mis- 
souri that the Johnnies were as much 
afraid ns he was.
